may be professionals but who in 
epirit and intention are amateurs. 

“Agreements such as the recent one 
between Harvard. Yale and Princeton 
i'will help, we believe. to bring about 
rational and. uniform decisions in 
these difficult cases and 
strengthen mutual confidence and 
make easier the elimination of 
abuses. 

“The efforts of the untversity 
thorities,” concludes the report, ‘will 
be well nigh futile uniess each 
university can count on an over- 
whelming body of graduate opinion 
to condemn the offering of special 
inducements by misguided alumni.”

PAIN has always held 
1S tempting challenge to 

writers, offering its ex- 
otic charms as something 
more colorful than. they could 
find at home, and many have 
brought back permanent wealth 
from her shores. The Frenchman, 
Prosper Merimee, found his prose 
epic “Carmen” there, more Spanish 
than the Spaniards, almost. George 
Borrow, selling a translation of the 
Bible through the wilds of Castile 
and Galicia, wrote critically yet ap- 
preciatively, and with quaint photo- 
graphic sharpness, of her appear- 
ances and speech; and coming down 
to modern times one of the most 
delightful volumes of the late W. D. 
Howells was a book of Spanish trav- 
els, while Frank Harris owes to the 
peninsula by far his greatest short 
story, “Montes, the Matador.” 

The author of “Terrassa of Spain” 
is to all appearances an American. 
I have seen elsewhere glowing ref- 
erences to a novel by this writer 
called “The Great Way,” and in the 
present volume of short stories some 
of ‘these encomiums are reprinted.

lou Holland’s re-election as president of the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World should send a thrill through every busi- 
ness man who reads this department. Holland is a Missourian, a 
Kansas Cityan, and néxt year he will preside over the annual con- 
vention held for thé first time in Europe.

It should be a matter of pride to all of us, therefore, that our 
own section is to be represented at the London session of the 
Associated Clubs by the official King Bee of the big International 
body. Nor is it to be doubted that Lou Holland and the rest of 
the delegates from the United States will be able to accomplish 
much toward a better mutual understanding between England and 
America. International trade relations should be quite consider- 
ably improved through the London convention. 

Such improvement will be reflected, in large or little degree, in 
the business of every individual or firm within the range of this

The widow of a distinguished St. Louis clergyman, who himself 
was a noted traveler and observer, came home from a three months’ 
tour of South American countries the other day and told us cer- 
tain things which should incline us to do some serious thinking. 
She found only one republic in that continent, little Uruguay, 
where the people seemed to like United States Americans. 

Everywhere else, according to this intelligent observer, business 
men of our country appeared to be held in general distrust. The 
St. Louis woman was told about a shipment of bicycles to a South 
American country. The ‘‘bikes’’ turned out to be almost worth- 
less—fell to pieces after making a few perilous miles—and most 
of them remained unsold. Yet these goods had been ‘‘touted’’ 
down there, by the salesmen who took the orders, as of superior 
manufacture. That was but a single instance: ,there were others. 

If this startling indictment of North American commercial 
chicanery stands, how can we expect to trade successfully with 
South American firms? A vast field lies open to development 
down there, but it is not to be opened with a knife poisoned by 
trickery, misrepresentation, commercial crookedness. That way 
lies violent death for the goose with the golden.egg crop still 
unlaid. . 

Shystering in business sometimes gets an individual by for the 
time being, but in the long run it becomes a boomerang that smites 
the practitioner right between his eyes. 


This South American ‘indictment is well worth close examina- 
tion, plus a period of wholesome reflection.

A recent biography of the late P. T. Barnum shows up the noted 
showman as the father of fake advertising. 

Jesse James of Missouri is said to have invented the art or 
science of train-robbing. Phineas Taylor Barnum of Connecticut 
even more surely was the inventor of the art or science of mis- 
representation in paid advertising-and free publicity. 


Barnum’s methods put him over, speaking in a cash-balance 
Sense, three-quarters of a century ago, when he was in the early 
stages of his flamboyant cdreer; but if old P. T. could be rein- 
earnated and should make 4@n effort.to achieve financial success by 
similar methods today, the graveyards of American industry would 
have to dnnex adjoining areas to make room enough for the graves 
in which the Barnumistic failures found interment. 


Old Phineas averred that a sucker was born every minute— 
which, possibly, had then and has now some measure of truth. But 
in this day and age even the suckers, for the most part, have be- 
come sufficiently enlightened not to bite at such bait as Barnum 
put on his hooks.

PRINCESS CHRISTIAN, 
AUNT OF KING, DIES 


Third Daughter of Queen Vic- 
toria Was Widow of Prince 
Frederick Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein.

LONDON, June 9.—Princess 


Christian, aunt of King George, died 
this morning. 


The Princess Helena Augusta Vic- 
torla, more generally known as 
Princess Christian, from the name 
of her husband, was born May 25, 
1846, the third daughter of Queen 
Victoria of Great Britain, and was 
thug a sister of the late King Ed- 
ward VII. She was married on July 
5, 1866, to Prince Frederick Chris- 
tian of Schleswig-Holstein, who died 
in London on Oct. 28, 1917.

WHAT'S WRONG WITH 


THE MOVIES DISCUSSED 


Made by Too Many People, Di- 
rected by Too Many, They Are 
Jumbled, Dramatist’ Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 9.—Moving- 
picture productions are made by too 
many people, directed by too many 
people, cut, edited and supervised by 
too many people, consequently they 
are jumbled and ill-arranged as a 
whole, Elmer Rice, theater guild 


dramatist, told the International 
Motion Picture Congress yesterday. 

“Nothing so far has indicated.” he 
said, “that the motion picture will 
ever be regarded as an art. Sup- 
pose a dramatic production were di- 
rected in the movie fashion. Take 
one of Bernard Shaw's plays by the 
theater guild. Instead of being act- 
ed exactly in accordance with the 
author’s direction, it would be done 
this way: 

“The play would be written as a 
short story and sold to a magazine. 
The guild would then purchase the 
story for a flat sum. A dramatist 
would make it over for the stage in 
synopsis. This would be gone over 
by a situation expert. Next a di- 
rector and technical manager would 
get hold of it and a humorist with 
some funny lines.

“When it finally appeared it 
would be announced this way: ‘The 
Theater Guild presents Robert Mil- 
ton’s production of ‘‘The Devil's Dis- 
ciple,” adapted by Arthur’ Rich- 
mond from the original story by 
Bernard Shaw.
